upon notice and pꝛoof thereof. - And further, His Majeſty doth hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command all Conſta⸗ 
bles, Churchwardens, Headbozoughs.,, Tythingmen, Boꝛſholders, and other Pariſh-Officers Within this His 
Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town ok Berwick upon Tweed, That they and every of them ds 
with all poſſible Expedition make diligent Search and Enquiry in all Houſes within their reſpective Pariſhes, - 
Hamlets and Villages, and there take an-eract Account of the Names and Surnames of all ſuch Perſons as 
are Popiſh Recufants, oz reputed ſo to be, as well Houlſholders as Lodgers and Servants, and every of them, 
and to make upa peefent Liſt of the Names and Surnames, Age and Quality of all ſuch Perſons being of the 
Age of Sixteen vears oꝛ upwards, and fozthwith to deliver ſuch Liſt to one of the Juſtices of the Peace, dwel⸗ 
ling in oꝛ near adjopning to the Place where ſuch Lift ſhall be taken ; which ſaid Juſtice, and ſuch other F F \-4 
_ ftice 02 Juſtices of the Peace of the lame County, City, Liberty oz Place, who ſhall be made acquainted with ſuch- 
Liſt, are hereby required to ſend foz the ſaid Perſons ſo Liſted, o2 ſuch of them to whom by Law the Paths 
of Allegiance and DSupzemacy may be tendzed, and to tender to them and every of them the ſaid Paths, and 
in caſe of a Refuſal to take the ſame, to require the ſaid Perſon fo refuſing, to enter into a Recognizance with 
Two o2 moze ſufficient Securities, to appear at the next Seſſions ok the Peace-foz ſuch County, City, Liberty 
o2 Place; and in Default of their entring into tuch Recognizance, to Commit them reſpectively to the common 
Gaol, there to remain under ſafe Cuſtody until the next Quarter Seſſions of the Peace of the ſaid County, Ci⸗

And mozeover, his Majeſty doth hereby Straitly Charge and Command all and every the ſaid TLoꝛd⸗TLieu⸗ 
tenants, Deputy Lieutenants, and Juffices of the Peace, That they and every of them do within their re⸗ 
ſpective Juriſdictions, pꝛoced without delay to Diſarm all ſuch Perſons as ſhall ſo refufe to take the ſaid Dat hs. 
And fo2 the better Effecting thereof, His Majeſty is Gzaciouſly pleaſed to Declare, That if any Perſon ſhall - 

- ' Diſcover any conſiderable quantity of the Arms of any Popiſh Recuſant , o Perſon ſo reputed, he (hall have 
as a Reward foz the ſame, the Sum of Ten pounds, the ſame to be paid unto him by the Sheriff of the 
County oꝛ City where the ſame ſhall be done; Which ſaid Sum ſhall be allowed unto ſuch Sheriff upon his 
Account in the Exchequer. And laſtly, His Majeſty doth hereby further Charge and Command all andevery - 
Bis Officers of oz belonging to any of His Sea-Pozts, That they and every of them do take ſpecial Care, 
and uſe their utmoſt Diligence foz the Appꝛehending of all Popiſh Pꝛieſts, and all other Perſons being His 
Majeſties Subjects, whom they ſhall find any juſt Cauſe to ſuſpec to be Popiſh Recuſants, coming into oz go- 
ing out of this Realm, and to carry every ſuch Perſons befoze ſome Juſtices of the Peace, who are hereby * 
Required to tender to every of themthe ſaid Paths, and upon Refuſal thereof, to Commit the Perſon ſo re⸗ 
fuſing to the proper Pꝛiſon of that Place, and to certifie their Pzoceedings therein to His 3 K 5 * 
ajeſty and His Gobern⸗ 


cil from time to time, that ſuch further Courſe may be taken foz the Safety of His 
ment, as to His Majeſties Royal Wiſdom ſhall be thoughtfit.''
